Robert Amory, Jr., the Deputy Director of Intelligence is respon-

sible for planning and directing the intelligence production effart of the
Central Intelligence Agency, and for representing the Agency on the
Planning Board of the National Security Council. It {s his responsihility,
not only to accomplish the general coordination of the intelligence pro-
duction activities of the Intelligence Community, as a whole, but also
to relate this effort to the needs of the National Security Council.

Mr. Amory has a unique military background, which in its later
stages can best be desaribed as "joint" or “amphibious.” Commisstoned
as a Fleld Artillery man in 1941, following a period of enlisted duty, he
was ulumately &etaued to the Ges: et Englnms to command an Engineer

;atne for over two years. His outfit fought in four campaigns and com-~
pleted more than 20 assault landings.

Community and its relationship to the National Security Council.

Mr. Robert Amory, Deputy Directar of Intelligence,
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Our next speaker, The Degaty Director (Plans), Mr. Frank G.
Wisner, is responsible for the phnninim direction of CIA's clan-
destine operations overseas. His intelligence career began in 1941
when he was called to active duty by the Office of Naval Intelligence.
From 1943 to 1946 he was detadled to the Offics of Strategic Services
and served overseas in Africa, t‘bum East, the Balkans, France
and Germany. During this pariod he served as Chief of U. S. and
Special Operations Missions in Turkey and in the Balkans, as well
as Chief of Fareign Intelligence of the OSS German Mission under
the direction of Allen W, Dulles.

In 1947 and 48 he served as Deputy Assistant Secretary of State
for Occupied Areas (Germany, Jupan, Austria and Korea). He entered
CIA in 1948 to organize and direet the activities which he will now
describe to you.
